— The President has learnt with deep regret the death 
on the morning of Wednesday the 5th January , 1966 , of Shri Ahmed 
Mohiuddin , Deputy Minister in the Ministry of Transport. 

Born on October 10 , 1898, at Hyderabad, Shri Mohiuddin was educated 
at the Aligarh and Cambridge Universities . He entered Government service 
in the former Hyderabad Slate where he held with distinction several 
important positions. He was a Professor of Economics in the Nizam s 
College, Ilyderabad ( 1927 — 30 ) ; was Member - Secretary , Hyderabad Bank 
ing Enquiry and Cooperative Finance Enquiry Committees and Director, 
Commerce and Industry from 1938 – 43. During the closing years of his 
service in the State , he was the Secretary of the Labour Department. He 
has been a Member of the Lok Sabha since 1952. He was appointed Deputy 
Minister of Civil Aviation in 1958 . Since 1962 , he has been the Deputy 
Minister in the Ministry of Transport and Communicationg (now the Minis 
try of Transport) in which capacity he continued to serve till the end. 

As a Deputy Minister , Shri Mohiuddin showed great devotion to work . 
His genial personality and courteous manners endeared him to all who 
came in contact with him . He showed keen interest in art, sports and other 
cultural activities and his sudden death is a great loss to the country .
